He Write* Interestingly of Daily 
Routine of the Sailor's Life. 



The following letter from El 
dred A. David, nerving in the 
medical department of the U. S 
Navy, on the U. 8. Ship Wil- 
mington, tells of the reception 
given the disabled Russian bat- 
tleships and the wounded Rus 
sian naval soldiers under Ad- 
miral Knquist when the latter 
reached the Philippines .June 
»rd. 

Eldred was of the medical 
party that removed and gave 
aid to the wounded ami writes 
touchiitgly of Ihe fearful casual- 
ties. 

This is <>ue of a series of let 
ters that Mr. Davis will write to 
Tu Bkk. A private letter to 
the publisher says that he ex- 
pects to sail for the 8tat«l in the 
near future, via Europe. He will 
favor us with other letters en 
route, written in his usual newsy 
and interesting style. 1'reviouB 
communications from Eldred to 
Tuit Hkk have been read with 
much interest in Earlington 
Hopkins county.

Dhab Sir :— The morning of J 
.'Ird found the American Meet under 
Rear Admiral Train In a state ot ex 
peetaacy, the day before a signal 
from the flagship Ohio notified the 
ship in good condition, to be ready 
to stand out to sea the next day. 
Everyone expected a fine cruiae, the 
weather was exceptional, not a ripple 
disturbed the water. No one knew 
or cared what the destination of the 
Ueet was, but all hands were satis- 
fied to know that a voyage was be- 
fore them, and sailor-like welcome 
any diversion to break the dull mo- 
notony of life in this climate, and 
just now with wars In the ascend- 
ancy, life In the far Kastts uncen 
and one never knows what the next 
day may brinj;. 

Life on a man-of-war Is reflated 
by a strict routine. As usual on the 
morning of the Hrd, all hands were 
piped at three bells aud as healthy 
young American tars were tumbling 
out of their hammocks aud scurrv- 
iug gally-wards for early morning 
coffee, which Spuds, (ship's cook) 
and lus assistants had awaiting 
thrm. mill Jimmy-legs (Master at 
Artasj and the Boson Mates were 
yelling and shaking the lazy oues 
who would sleep a little louger, bu- 
gles sounding, plpes(Bosons whistle) 
spilling, one wonders if order can 
come out of chaos, with this water- 
splashing, yelling, good natured 
mob, with here and there a sore- 
head rubbing Ids eyes and declaim- 
ing in a sleepy tone how insane his 
ship-mates act, aud how little sleep 
lie gets. 

As one passes along the decks he 
hears good natured jests, seasoned 
witli a few quaint oaths as only be- 
long to a seaman's vocabulary. You 
hear a quartermaster tell a seaman 
that the uniform of the day will be 
"clean whiten." you hear an old salt 
telling how much better were the old 
days, when grog went witli early 
coffee, "after the 1'. M. C. A. run 
the outfit," an lie chooses to put It. 
But don't pas.- on, you will after a 
bit hear this sumo ».lri salt bragglug 
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ted by 



nlng down some olllcer, you will 
hear another defend him, and as a 
j climax to his argument will declare 
that "next to Helen Gould he is the 
best friend a sailor man has."

I sO firmly established 
herself In the affections of American 
sailor men that all good is compared 
to Helen Gould by sailors. Pass on 
yon hear discussions of all sorts; one 
crowd discussing Lawson and his 
motives, another hunch arraigning 
Congress, others listening to a fel- 
low run down preachers, here a 
group holding forth on the merits 
of salt horse over canned beef, others 
listening to a youngster explaining 
methods of telling real diamonds 
from paBte, etc., etc.. all good na- 
tured and noisy. What's that? 
Suddenly, above the din, you hear a 
shrill, unearthly shriek, high and 
itratlng. Instantly all Is quiet, 
one could hear a pin fall, and this 
shrill noise (the bontswaln'8 whis- 
tle) gradually dies out, with a long 
drawn, wailing blast, followed by a 
deep, hoarse, mumbling cry- music 
that can only come from the vocal 
cords of a boatswaln's-mate, tuned 
by sou-westers, and pitched to the 
tune of the typhoon, sprayed by na- 
ture's normal salt solution aud in- 
telligible only to the sea-faring man. 
He said: "All hands turn to, clamp 
down decks both fore and aft." In- 
itantly everyone is busy, confusion 
agaio, but now there is a method in 
their madness. What a change ; no 
hammock in sight, quarter-gunners 
working like mad, each trying to 
make his piece the neatest, deck 
hands scrubbing decks and shining 
bright-work. The black gang below 
ngines and fires; f.veryone 
doing something. This continues 
until the bugle sounds first call for 
mess, then the urn knock otf aud 
have breakfast, after which Jimmy- 
igs lights the smoking lamp and J 
pipes and cigarettes are started,] 
more yarns, changing clothes lor 
uniform of the day, etc., uutil eight 
bells and the bugle souuds colors; 
all hands stand attention aud salute 
as the stars aud stripes are run up 
aud unfold themselves to another 
day. Now the day in reality has be- 
gun aboard ship ; no more smoking 
or loud talking, but a busy hum as 
Jack goes about boat drills, signal 
practice, etc. About one bell (8:30) 
a whispering goes around the ship, 
"what's the word?" "Why the old 
man (captain) Just joined the navi- 
gator on the bridge; something do- 
ing. A string of flags are run up on 
the flagship, wondering eyes are 
turned towards the bridge; they are 
not in suspense long; the word is 
sung loud and clear, "All bands 
stand by to up anchor" followed by 
the whirr of winches, hurried 
orders, answered by a brisk "aye, 
aye, sir;" below shovels clank, black 
s from the funnels, ven- 
tilators are trimmed on the wind, 
(n the bow sings out 
aweigh, sir," and an 
American war ship is under way, 
steaming majestically Into line, and 
forming on the flagship. 

So It was with us on the morning 
of the fed as our ships steamed out 
of Manilla Ray. 1 would like to tell 
you something of life aboard ship al 
se». but I fear 1 have already too 
severely tried your patience and will 
risk hut little more to the blue peu 
cif*. The watches were changed aud 

we were well out to si a, when I 
denly everyone about the decks were 
brought to their feet by a cry from 
the lookout, in the crow's nest. 
"Smoke, ho, sir," and after a bit 
three straugers were made out oa 
our starboard bow. They proved to 
be the Russian cruisers Oleg, Zem- 
teliug, and flagship Aurora with Ad- 
miral Knquist aboard. They were 
all in a bad condition, fresh from 
the fights in the northern straits. 
Permission was granted them to 
enter Manilla Bay and medical aid 
was offered which was gladly ac- 
cepted. No one other than regular 
olHciaU were allowed aboard, with

An American general once re- 
marked that "war is hell." I used 
to think that rather a harsh way of 
putting it, but now I wonder that 
there is no worn in tne English 
language that will no nearer express 
the awfulness of war. That lower 
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ing and evidences of suffering I be- 
held. Surely that ship had been 
cruising near the Styx, piloted by 
the hand of misfortune, into waters 
where death was king and cries of 
anguish wen answered by the hell- 
ish thud of the torpedo. Scattered 
about the decks on dirty blankets 
with one linen or mattress were 
wounded bodies of human beings, 
some one's brother, son, husband or 
sweetheart, gasping for breatij. 
some already beyond human help, 
others raving with fever fighting 
again their battles, or muttering 
words of love to their dear ones in 
their northern homes, others cursing 
aud tearing at bandages, some 
thinking of home which they would 
never see again. The medical of- 
ficers and nurses had don-, all In 
their power, to allay their suffering, 
but the task was superhuman , and 
they turned grateful faces to us for 
our timely aid. 

I noticed one poor fellow scarcely 
twenty laying quietly holding a 
shipmate's hand and listening to 
the words of a priest; he glanced 
wiBtfuliy In our direction, wonder- 
ing no doubt. If we would move 



No man becomes 1m- 
i mined t° th« slirht of suffering, but 
each death struggle he witnesses 
only impresses more firmly on his 
mind how uncertain this life Is and 
he should look forward and be pre- 
pared to answer when his time 
comes. He should pay the debt of 
gratitude, he owes his God, by try- 
ing to make some else happy, and 
answering the call of the sick and 
suffering, for that is the true Christ- 
ianity.

Union passenger station, at 
Tenth and Broadway, was de- 
stroyed by fire tonight, entailing 
a loss of about $350,000. The 
amount of the insurance is i 
known.

the four-story stoue structure, 
and although every fire engine

scheduled to arrive or depart, 
and only a small crowd of oass- 
eugers was in the luiildlng.

Defective insulation on elec- 
tric wire* is thought to have 
caused the lire. 

The loss was confined to the 
passenger station proper, t 
Louisville & Nashville freight \ 
depot standing alongside being 
saved by the firemen. The train 
shed was saved and the termi- 
nals were uot obstructed. The I 
fire caused small interruption to 
traffic on the Louisville & Nash- 
ville* Pennsylvania and Mouon 
Railroads, the three companie 
using B the station. Trains were 
detoured and passengers and bag- 
gage handled at the Union de- 
pot, Seventh and Water, and 
the Fourteenth-street depot.
